Maine was so called, as early as 1623, from 
Maine in France, of which Henrietta Maria, 


Queen of England, was at that time propri-! 


etor. 

New Hampshire was the name given to 
the territory conveved by the Plymouth Com- 
pany to Captain John Mason, by patent, Nov. 


| 7th, 1629, with reference to the patentee, | 


| who was Governor of Portsmouth, in Hamp- 
ishire, England. 
Vermont was ca‘led by the inbabitants io 
their Declaration of Iudependence, Jan. 16, 
(1777, from the Freneh verd mont, the green 
mountains. 

Massachusetts was so called from Massa- 
chusetts Bay, and that from the Massachu- 
setts tribe of Indians, in the neighborhood of 
| Boston. The tribe is thought to have deriv- 
ed its name from the Blue Hills of Milion.— 
“ T bad learnt,” says Roger Williams, “ that 
the Massachusetts was so 
Blue Hills.” 

Rhode Island was 


called from the 
so called in 1665, in 
reference to the Island of Rhodes, in the 
Mediterranean. 

Connecticut was so called from the Indian 
name of its principal river. Connecticut is a 
Nocheakanrew word, signifying long river. 

New York was so called in 167A, in refer- 
ence tothe Duke of York and Alsany, to 
whom this territory was granted by the King 
of England. 

New Jersey was so called in 1664, 
the Island of Jersey, ou the coast of France, 


from 


the residence of the family of Sir George 
Carteret, to whom the territory was granted. 

Peonsylvania was so called in 
William Penn 


1681, after
